Animals were inoculated with herpes simplex virus (HSV)- with rare paralysis.

These animals are used to study the pathogenesis of herpes simplex virus. 

This virus is neurotropic and resides in neurons. Therefore, analgesics/ 
anesthetics can not be used due to their potential effect on the neuronal 
element and disruption of the normal viral pathogenesis. The infection 
rarely causes discomfort but can induced rear leg paralysis which can last 
■up to 72 hours. During the paralytic peribd the bladder is expressed twice 
daily and the animals checked at least mvice daily. Animals that do not 
recover in 72 hours are promptly euthanatized with C02. Paralysis is a 
rare occurrence. The protocol is used to evaluate novel therapeutic and (see bac’

Eighty adult male deer mice and eighty adult male Siberian hamsters will be used in the proposed study. Forty 
animals of each species will be housed in a long-day photoperiod (16L: 16h light/day) and an equal number will be 
transferred to a short-day photoperiod (SL), After 10 weeks in their respective photoperiods, deer mice and hamsters will be 
given a single injection of LPS (E. coli lipopolysaccharide serotype 055:B5; Sigma Chemical Co.) at a dose of either 0.250, 
0.500, 1.0, 10, 100, 200 or 400 mg LPS dissolved in 0.1 ml sterile physiological (0.9%) saline (n=5 animals per group). A 
seventh group will receive an injection of sterile saline only. Animals will be observed at 6 hour intervals for the next 48 h, at 
which time all animals will be euthanized. Survival at 48 h post-injection will be the data point collected. All survival studies 
will be conducted in a blind and randomized manner. Mice and hamsters will be monitored for signs of acute illness including 
lethargy, ruffled fur and diarrhea.

Marked hypothermia and lateral recumbency typically precede death resulting from septic shock in rodents. 
As evident in our pilot data, body temperature (Tb) is not a perfect predictor of mortality 6 h later. Siberian 
hamsters, moreover, possess thermoregulatory adaptations not present in laboratory mice. Hamsters 
routinely exhibit a marked decrease in Tb for extended intervals during the day (-8 h; daily torpor). Thus low 
(3/’C>Tb>32°C) body temperature alone is not a reliable predictor of death. In addition, it may be the case 
that adaptations which allow hamsters to survive regular daily torpor might also mitigate deleterious effects 
of hypothermia associated with endotoxemia. Torpor bouts rarely yield Tb<30°C, thus hamsters exhibiting 
Tbs lower than this value will be immediately euthanized via CO 2 .

Thirty-six rabbits experienced very brief discomfort resulting from test article 
administration during preclinical toxicology testing. These animals were used on dermal 
toxicity (21 rabbits), primary eye irritation (14 rabbits), an intravaginal toxicity study (1 
rabbit), and one safety study (1 guinea pig). Two rabbits were humanely euthaniz^ 
due to mechanical/acddental injury to themselves. These studies are required by the 
U.S. EPA Health Effects Test Guidelines and the U.S. FDA Guidelines for development 
of human safety data.

For the primary eye studies, the ocular tissue is not anesthetized since inhibition of the 
blink and/or tear response may alter the experimental results, in addition, the local 
anesthetic agents may interact with the test article altering the ocular response. Some 
local anesthetics can also cause loss of the surface ceils of the cornea and delay 
corneal epithelial regeneration. 

The dermal, acute toxicity and safety studies were conducted to monitor several 
endpoints, including clinical effects, body weight effects, lethality and reversible toxicity. 
Since lethality and reversible toxicity are specific endpoints in these evaluations, 
administration of sedatives, tranquilizers and/or analgesics could interfere with these 
endpoints. If no mortality Is produced by administration of a specific dose level, no 
further testing is required under the guidelines, thus eliminating unnecessary animal . 
testing. 


Five dogs experienced brief discomfort following test article administration. The animals 
were affected after the initial dose. One dog died after cessation of dosing. Fourteen 
dogs were euthanized early due to development of significant clinical signs of toxicity, 
which were drug-related test effects. The studies were required by the FDA for 
development of human safety data utilizing the guidelines published in the US FDA, 
Toxicological Principles for the Safety of Food Ingredients, Redbook 2000, July 7, 2000.
